Tied on a safety and accident prevention campaign 
second to none. That, it has borne fruit b evidenced 
by the fact that In 1052 there was not a single passen- 
ger death as the result of a train mishap. 

Probably no single safety communication ever 
had more appeal than the letter written by a Union 
Pacific fireman'. In December, 1847, entitled "One 
Second from EternKy." It was a addressed to a 
youth and his girt friend who escaped by a split 
second from being 'wiped out by a fast passenger 
train as their automobile crossed the track in front 
of it, Said the fireman, "It was so close that T, in the 
cab, could see the, young girl throw up "her hands 
in front of her iacc t and. cringe uip^against you (the 
boy) in stark ' : terror!''. 

This letter -was one of those lucky" breaks which 
dramatize' the cause, of safety. It was reprinted 
thousands of times, and in many forms. Following 
it, a sound -color film, "Look, Listen and Live," put 
out by the Union Pacific In 1948, has been viewed 
by literally millions of persons, through the coopera- 
tion of state highway patrols and public schools.

Wrong Time for Tax Boast

Supposing all this was possible, in your. ,case, 
you'd be ready to sink your 10,000 foot hole, a debth 
which is by no means unusual tin oH-drUllng- nowa- 
days— many wells axe much deeper. But your trou- 
bles wouldn't be over. For about 80 'per cent of ! all 
the windcat wells' drilled in this country turn out to 
be dry and useless holes. The money, they;, cost - is 
sunk 'beyond recovery, And many of the remaining' 
20 per cent produce only small quantities of oil,' With 
consequent small rewards. 

The oil industry and, the oilmen are taking these 
long-shot gambles every day. And ttieyire 'taking 
them for only one reason— the Hope at profit If they 
succeed. There's a perfect example of how the much 
criticized profit-motive serves a nation.

Don't Let The le Principles Be Destroyed >.'■ 

Regardless of what changes may or may not; be 
made in the Taft-Hartley law, the national interest 
demands that two of Its provisions be retained un- 
weakened.

•to enact strong right- to- work laws. A lengthy list 
of states have done so. '
